(Reading Esglu) 


At the Dunkard's "love feast," 


Rehrorsburg, the large concourse pro 
ocoled to the Swatara creek, about a 
mile from the church, where seven 
persons were ready to be baptized. Th 
Hcv. Pioutz prepared the whole party 
on the land, and then proceeded witi 
eaoh one into the water, very near u 
to their necks, the water being fou 
and a half feet deep at that place.—

above, he gave each of them three dip 
into the water, putting the whole per
